In  1945,  the  Institute  was  renamed  Bay 
Path  Secretarial  School  and  relocated  to  Long- 
meadow,  where  enrollment  was  restricted  to  women. 
After  being  authorized  to  grant  the  Associate  in  Sci- 
ence degree  in  1949,  the  school  became  Bay  Path 
Junior  College.  Because  we  first  came  to  know  the 
school  by  this  name,  the  Portico  staff  decided  to  keep 
it  for  our  cover  this  year.  The  Class  of  1989  is,  how- 
ever, privileged  to  be  the  first  to  graduate  from  Bay 
Path  College.
